Y . Every time you leave a camp fire or a 
smudge burning you are taking chances on 
a forest fire that will do you out of a job.

In summer time, moss, dead wood, 
dry leaves or the regular wood-fibre soil of 
the forest are all ready to burn.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS ON 
FORESTRY | 


Q.—In the minds of many people, 

the cause of most forest fires is as- 
cribed to lightning, action of the sun, 
on quartz, broken bottles, etc., and to 
“spontancous combustion.” Ilow far 
is this true? 
A.—If lightning fires and fires set 
by broken bottles, etc., were the only 
jmenace of the forest, ninetenths of 
the flresrangerg would Jose their jobs. 
Unfortunately, while lghtning some- 
itimes is a minor factor in certain dis- 
‘triets, (and now ond then it fa dust 
porsible that broken glass may concen- 
I trate the sun's rays and start a blaze) 
the serious fact we have ta bear in} 
mind is that four fires in every five; 
ure started by careless human beings. | 
The campfire, the lighted cigarette, 
fang clearing fires employed by sect-+ 
gies to burn up debris, ure responsible 
for the main losses. ty 

Q.—Is there any Dominion taw ob- 
\liging the railways to guard against 
setting forest fires? 

A.—The control of the privately: | 
owned railways, such as the Canadian 
Pacific, as regards precautions against 
‘setting forest fires, is amply taken | 
leare of by the Board of Railway Com: | 
tmissioners, and careful regulations 
,have been drawn up and closely ad- 
yhered to by which rallway fires are! 
being rapidly reduced. The Govern- 
ment railways are giving good co-oper- 
ation in furest fire prevention so that 
the total losses from railway sources 
per annum have become a minor fac- 
tor in Canada’s forest destruction. The 
monthly records sometimes show large 
numbers of fires set by railways, but 
further cnoulry will bing out the fact 
that the greater number were quickly 
put out without material damage. 

Q—Please give some information 
as to the forestry policy of the Ger- 
man Empire. 

A.—The timber resources of Germ- 
any are not only thoroughly protected 
:against forest fires, but have been in- 
= developed by scientific forest- 

















ry practice, so that Germany in 1914 
cut more timber than comes from the 
whole of Canada each year, and at 
the samo time Germany {s rapidly in- 
creasing Its “capital stock” of forests. 
Tho explanation is that in the last de- 
cade the German foresters have #0 
succeeded in excluding forest fires, 
and In operating their entire forest 
area as a self reproducing “timber 
farm” that while taking great timber 
crops out of the forest year by year, 
they havo not In the slightest degree

mercial woods. Canada on the ofher 
hand has allowed -her forest wealth 
‘during the past few decades to be so 
‘ ravaged by fire, and so destructively

Moviedom _ is about fifteen 
years old: in: Belleville. That is, 
it is a decade and a half since the 
first moving ‘picture Louse - was 
opened here, . In those days “way .

It Is related ithat when Thomas 
Jeferson. journeyed from Monticello 
to Uhiladelphia, on’ his way to take 
the oath of office as vice-president, he 
carried a lot of bones in ‘his bagrage. 
The bones, allezed to be those: of/ a 
‘Inathmoth, Ned) been found in. Green- 
brier county, V9., and ‘sent to “Monti- 
cello, where they were set up by. Jets}! 
ferson, who, It appears, entertalpad 
fa somewhat exaggerated notion of his 
attainments Jn natural history,- and 
Who stood sponsorfor the bores as 
thoxe of “a carnivorous-clawed animal 
cintirely unkhown” to science.” 

It was’ not until after Jefferson 
renched Philadelphia that he. was im- 
deceived, for ata glance the learned 
Dr. Wistar saw that they were the 
hones of the common sloth, several 
specimens of which he showed the 
Virginian. 

It_has been polnted out. that, Indl- 
rectly, no less a naturalist than the 
#reat Buffon may have been respon- 
sible for Jefferson's error. It was the 
Virginian’s practice to send Buffon 
Fpecimens aii Information, and with 
the subtle flattery of a rtler the 
.Mrench naturalist wrote ; 

“Irshould baye ‘consulted:-you, sir, 
before publishing my. natural‘ history, 
jand then 1 shonld have been sure of
